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Strange  lands,  custans  and  peoples  confront  our  military  personral 
in  the  accomplishment  of  their  mission  in  Thailand.  Knowledge  of  the 
history,  geography  and  inhabitants  contributes  substantially  to  tho 
successful  accomplishment  of  this  mission. 

The  first  historical  reference  tc  the  Thai  people  occurred  approxi¬ 
mately  2, 50C  years  ago,  about  t:  time  of  the  birth  of  the  lard  Budd'na. 
Thailand  today  is  essentially  a  3uddhist  nation.  The  j.oyalt'es  and  de¬ 
votions  o?  the  Thai  are  royalty,  religion,  family  and  village. 

The  Kingdom  of  Thailand  is  roughly  4/5  the  size  of  Texas.  It  is 
almost  completely  closed  by  mountains.  The  boundaries  extend  for  the 
most  part  along  the  mountains  and  the  Ilekong  Alvei*.  Central  Thailand 
is  the  heart  of  the  country'-,  in  which  is  located  the  bulk  of  the  peoole 
and  the  best  rice  land.  Being  situated  in  th>-  tropics  the  cremate  is 
one  of  high  temperatures,  high  humidity  and  frequent  torrential  showers 
duri;  g  the  rainy  season. 

The  family  is  the  basis  of  the  organization  of  Thai  Society.  It 
is  the  foundation  of  the  political  unit,  the  village,  and  the  family 
has  the  primary  responsibility  for  farm  output  and  distribution  of  it. 

Thailand  is  mainly  a  country'  of  farmers,  (35^)  the  great  bulk  of 
the  population.  There  is  an  abundance  of  land  and  the  farmer  can  usually 
raise  enough  to  meet  his  needs,  a  gift  for  Buddhist  Honks,  for  feasts 
and  celebration.  The  farmer  will  work  hard  for  these  things  but  no 
harder.  The  accumulation  of  wealth  for  its  own  sake  is  not  a  part  cf  the 
Thai  scheme  of  values. 

The  Chinese  constitute  the  largest  and  most  important  ethnic  minori¬ 
ty.  They  play  an  active  role  in  the  nation's  economic  life.  The  Thai 
have  a  feeling  of  distrust  of  tho  Chinese  and  the  two  communities  have 
gradually  become  isolated  fra?,  each  other. 

The  entire  Thai  population  has  a  remarkable  degree  of  cultural  uni¬ 
formity.  Buddhism,  a  common  language,  and  compulsory  primary  education 
have  contributed  to  this  uniformity. 

The  Thai  manner  of  approach  is  friendly,  polite,  rather  soft  spoken 
and  reserveo.  They  prefer  to  receive  orders  in  the  form  of  requests, 
not  commands,  and  they  react  to  unauthorized  compulsion  by  stubborn  re¬ 
sistance. 

Over  the  centuries  the  Thai  people  have  dev*. loped  their  own  distinc¬ 
tive  culture.  Significant  cultural  factors  ar~:  (i)  the  royal  court;  . 
(2)  the  dominant  religion  -  Buddhism;  (3)  the  secula"  -  religious 
pursuits  as  reflected  in  their  art,  music  and  literature. 
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The  9-h  *x>~isu-cai  Co :.:~nvid  (3)  was  constituted  3  May  I960  in  the 
Regular  Air.y  as  Headquarter,  9th  Logistical  Command  (R)  and  war  activated 
16  May  I960  on  Okinawa.  It  was  reorganized  and  redesignated  15  March 
1961  as  He&qunrters  and  Headquarters  Detachment,  9th  Lcgisti n,rr'..\1' r\  (p). 

The  first  U.S.  troops  were  deployed  to  Thailand  at  the  request  of 
th-;  Royal  Thai  Government  in  1962  to  build  the  Cungkok  By-lass  j<oad  now 
nearing  completion.  The-  first  troops  arrived  in  May  1962. 

More  units  of  the  9th  Logic ticol  Gomnrnd  were  sent  to  Thailand  early 
in  1962  to  support  SI.ATO  Exercise  Air  Cobra. 

Soon  thereafter  the  deteriorating,  situation  in  Southeast  Asia  "in¬ 
sulted  in  the  formation  of  JTF  116  in  Thailand  in  Kay  at  the  request  of 
the  Royal  Thai  Government. 

9th  Log  Cor.d  elements  remained  and  those  troops  still  on  Okinawa 
weie  sent  to  Thailand.  The  command  became  tho  logistical  support  element 
for  the  task  Force,  and  car.-  under  its  operational  contjr-l. 

With  the  deactivation  of  the.  JTF  in  December  1962,  the  9th  Lor  Cood 
remained  ir.  Thailand •  Its  mission  became  that  of  storing  and  maintaining 
prepositioned  stocks,  the  conducting  of  a  large  socle  people-te—  people 
civi'  action  program,  naint- ining  an  in-country  communications  base,  im¬ 
proving  tire  logistical  base,  and  providing  the  nucleus  of  supper:  troops 
deployed  to  Thailand.  This  mission  continues  to'.'y. 
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Unit  Re-.diness 


The  attached  chart  represents  the  progress  we  have  made  in  unit, 
equipment  status,  more  specifically,  the  progress  from  1  January  1965 
through  30  September  1965. 

The  Green  represents  combat  ready  equipment  free  of  any  condition 
limiting  reliable  performance  of  its  mission. 

The  Red  represents  ecuipment  unable  to  perform  its  mission,  to  in¬ 
clude  TOE  shortages,  or  ecuipment  not  available  to  the  unit  within  a  24 
hour  period. 

A  unit  is  considered  REDCCN  1  when  its  equipment  status  is  a  minimum 
of  7C#  in  the  green  and  not  more  than  10/6  in  the  red.  The  BARS  on  thus 
chart  represents  the  unit's  current  equi  nent  status  as  of  30  September 
1965,  whereas  the  tick  marks  represent  the  units  ecuipment  status  as  of 
January  1965. 

As  you  can  see,  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  units 
equipment  status  throughout  this  9  month  period.  This  is  attributed 
mainly  to  three  things: 

Receipt  of  Initial  shortage. 

Replacement  of  obsolete  items. 

An  increase  in  the  return  of  items  from  maintenance.

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SUBJECT:  C.  E.  Base  Thailand 


C.  E.  Base  Thailand  consists  of  U.S.  Amy  and  Air  Force  tactical 
Conmunications  Equipment  and  Fixed  Heavy  Duty  Tropo  Equipment.  The 
C.  E.  Base  is  controlled  by  the  379th  Signal  Battalion.  Air  Force  Units 
are  the  major  users  of  assigned  channels.  Increased  requirements  for 
communications  to  support  operations  in  Southeast  Asia  makes  installation 
and  quality  performance  of  C.  E.  Base  circuits  a  critical  operation.  Pri¬ 
ority  circuits  must  be  installed,  controlled  and  maintained  to  support 
operations,  especially  Air  Force  requirements. 

Through  Facilities  Control  at  Korat,  Udom  and  Ubon,  U.S.  Army,  Air 
Force  and  Fixed  Heavy  Duty  Tropo  are  interfaced  through  tactical  patch 
panels  so  that  all  equiprse  it  con  be  utilized  and  be  made  compatible  in 
the  communications  network. 

Critical  circuits  in  the  C.  E.  Base  are  those  circuits  that  terminate 
in  Vietnam  and  Clark  Air  Force  Base.  Ninety  (9055)  of  the  long  haul  chan¬ 
nels  of  the  C.  E.  Ease  are  utilized  by  the  Air  Force.  High  priority  cir¬ 
cuits  demand  an  immediate  reaction  if  circuits  are  not  of  a  good  quality  or 
are  out  of  operation.  This  is  of  prime  importance  on  telotype  circuits. 

The  379th  Signal  Eattalion  has  insufficient  equipment  and  trained  personnel 
to  maintain  its  present  pn.ee  of  controlling  and  restoring  high  priority 
circuits  and  continuing  to  manage  the  overall  C.  E.  Base.  A  group  of  faci¬ 
lities  Controllers,  both  officer  and  enlisted  personnel  are  required  to 
monitor,  reroute  and  restore  critical  circuits  on  a  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
basis.  Present  facilities  control  equipment  is  of  the  tactical  type  (SB- 
6?5  shelter  mounted'  and  are  insufficient  in  space  and  equipment  to  insure 
high  quality  performance,  test  and  restoration  of  critical  circuits .  TUCR 
3-66  has  been  submitted  to  USAHPAC  and  forwarded  to  Department  of  the  Army 
to  provide  additional  personnel  to  support  the  Facilities  Control  of  C-  E, 
Base  Thailand.  Mobile  Facilities  Control  Vans  are  being  fabricated  at 
Okinawa  to  provide  the  battalion  with  more  refined  Facilities  Control  Equip¬ 
ment  pending  permanent  Class  IV  development  project  installation.
